Omaha, May 12—Judge 
Dickinson, 


of the district court tonight issued an 
Injunction against the business men 
and proprietors, even more sweeping 
than -that issued by the federal court 
against the unions last -week. The or- 
der restrains the business men from 
refusing to sell goods to dealers who 
employ union labor, prevents 
them 


from boycotting union labor, requires 
the Business men's 
Association 
to 


cease holding meetings or conspiring 
against unions, or in any way inter- 
fering with the unions in the manage- 
ment of their affairs. 
It also enjoins 


them from bringing any other injunc- 
tion suits or actions in pursuance of 
any general plan or prosecutions 
to 


break up the labor unions or of any 
new or similar plans connected direct- 
ly or indirectly 
with 
any 
existing 


plans. 


Jud,?e Dickinson signed the order 


•without comment and it is 
being 


served on the persons against whom 
It is directed. 
The situation is r.^w 


considered a most serious one. With 
nearly 3,300 men on a strike or locked 
out, and a large number of business 
establishments closed, the business of 
the city almost at a standstill. 


Judge Dickinson, who issued the in- 


junction has been on the bench for 
ten years and is considered one of 
the most able and conservative jurists 
In the state. 
His decisions on points 


of equity before the law have been 
considered as authoritative in the le- 
gal world. 


THEY ARE STILL PARLEYING 


Price of Cotton Too High—Long Idle 


ness Expected. 


Lowell, Mass., May 12.—"It is no 


longer a question of strike, it is simply 
a question of cotton being above spin- 
ning prices," said the secretary of the 
local cotton mill association today. 


"If we could not pay our employes 


an advance in wages when cotton was 
selling at 9 cents, we certainly cannot 
when it is over 11, as it now is. 


"I have talked with manufacturers 


at Full River and in Rhode Island and 
they all agree with mo, 
that 
cotton 


spinning: under present prices and con- 
ditions is simply out of the question 
and I would not be in the lea it sur- 
prised to see every mill now operating 
close down before very long. 


"We simply cannot afford to pay 11 


cents for cotton. 
And futthor we wil 


not consider the question of increasing 
the strikers' wages. 
The strike wil 


have to continue indefinitely." 


The spinners and others now on 


strike in the cotton district realize the 
position the mills are in by the recent 
increased prices of raw cotton, 
but 


there seems to be no disposition as 
yet to make advances for a settlement 
of the troubles. 
Many of the work- 


ers thinking the trouble will not be 
settled for months, have left the city 
and secured employment elsewhere at 
different work. 


Others remain believing the rise in 


cotton is caused by speculators and 
that the prices will soon be at normal 
figures when they hope to secure their 
increase in wages and resume work. 
This feeling, however, is shared by 
but very few.
